BACKGROUND: 


Lithotripsy is a medical technology which utilizes ultra 
sound techniques to image calculi in the kidney and ureter. It 
has been used regularly in hospitals since 1983 as a non-invasive 
technique for the elimination of kidney stones. Recent 
improvements have made the treatment less cumbersome through the 
elimination of immersion tanks and the reduction in size of the 
equipment. 

It is now possible to augment the ultra sound equipment to 
image other elements of the human body, such as heart, lungs, 
brain, bones, and blood vessels, to monitor and diagnose 
conditions over time. NASA has identified ultra sound imaging as 
the preferred method to monitor human physiology during extended
